The Louisville Journal has slterapted a rejoin 
der to our defense of cur jempblet on common 
scbouls Hgaiust his attacks on lue same. We bw> 
lieve that tbe rejoinder, running through several 
articles, is a very feeble production, and wholly in- 
conclusive as to the main points at issue. Wp 
propose to give the reasons for this opinion m the 
present paper, which will probably be the last we 
shall feel called on to write, unless the Journal 
should produce something new on the subject, 
which we hardly expect. Wcare, moreover, com- 
pelled to be absent from home fur some weeks, 
but shall remain at home a lew days after tbe pub- 
lication of this— probably long enough to give the 
Journal writer time to say whether he will ac- 
cept, or nut, the fair aud, equitable propoiition 
which we make to him at the close of tbe present 
paper— which we may possibly be compelled to 
divide into two. 

Our reply to the points made in the rejoinder 
ot the Journal, -diall be as brief and condensed as 
possible, but, w e trust, to the purpose :

Uld Indiana State Bank. — The Indianapolis 
Sentinel of yesterday says: 

TLe State Board of the old bank were iu session 
yesterday, arranging for the winding up of the 
affairs ot that institution. We learn that the cir- 
culation Las been reduced lo within tS'.'0,000. aver- 
aging about j’20,000 to each branch. The arrange- 
ment for its redemption in this city by exchange 
at par uu New York, instead of the counters of 
the several branches, only has tbe effect to send 
home the on (standing circulation rapidly. The 
longtime the bank .vagin operation, twenty years, 
with a large and extended circulation, and the 
small amount now outstanding, comparatively, 
shows that after all, but a small per centage of 
bunk bills ate accidentally lost or destroyed. 

Iu the opinion of rauoy the legal liability of the 
bank for the redemption of its issues, ceases on the 
first of January next, but the board do uot design 
to take any technical advantage of the kind, and 
vi ill provide for the redemption of all the out- 
standing circulation, if presented in a reasonable 
period. The manner of closing up the affairs of 
the bank has not yet been determined upon. — 
Some are iu favor of selling the assets at public 
sale, and dividing the proceeds, while others are 
disposed to let the branches collect the indebted- 
ness due them and partition the same as realised. 
But few banking institutions anywhere have 
been managed so successfully as the old State 
Bunk of Indiana. During its exigence it paid 
handsome dividends to its stockholders, and it 
. inds up returning to them not only the original 
capital invested, but a large surplus. 

Scicidb or a Printer.— A printer by the name 
of J. B. Miller, committed suicide yeaterday, at 
his boarding house by taking morphine. He 
was noticed last evening writing several letters, 
after which he went down to the postoffice and 
returned, but did not appear excited in any way. 
Being hia usual custom to sleep late in the day, 
tiie landlady of the house did not think it strange 
that he did not make his appearance during the 
forenoon, but in the afternoon, about 4 o’clock, 
she went to his room to see if be was not sick.

The Baltimore Election-Men Voting the Fusion 

Ticket Eighty and One Hundred Times at the 

Same Pol la 

L. E. Ballard, one of the judges at the late mu- 
nicipal election in Baltimore, has made a publish- 
ed statement of the facts that came under his ob- 
servation at that time. He states that when the 
polls opened they were surrounded by a crowd of 
men and boys, who openly asserted that no one 
should vote who was not for Swann, the Fusion 
candidate for Mayor. Men whom they suspected 
of a different intention were driven oft’. The re- 
mainder of his statement must be given in his 
own way: 

The time for opening the polls arrived, and the 
voting commenced; und 1 am compelled to say 1 
never before witnessed such scenes at an election — 
men and boys voting as often as they pleased, 
both seen and unseen, by the judges who took 
their ballots. 

“1 strenuously protested against such proceed- 
ings, but to no avail. This sort of votiug went 
on for about half an hour, when there was added 
to it another mode, viz: That of voting from 

hacks and omnibusses — a means by whicli more 
gross outrages are perpetrated ou the elective 
franchise than probably any other that could be 
adopted, for iu nearly every case two to three 
times as many ballots were taken as there were 
persons iti the hacks, und them can be no doubt 
ol the illegality of almost the entire number of 
those that were in them, to say nothing of the 
repetition of voting, This mode of votiug was 
carried ou to ati extent incredulous to the State. 
While those who wished to vote a ticket other 
than those marked on the back, except in a few in- 
stances, were not allowed to vote at all. 1 saw iu 
more than a dozen instances a person cornu to the 
fence in the front window, hold a ticket in each 
baud, both of which were taken uud put in the 
box, the person giving some names, no doubt 
assumed, as the}’ voted. Men from other wards, 
known to the judges, came up and had no difti 
cultv iu voting. I determined to leave the win- 
dow and have nothing more to do with the elec- 
tion as judge. 

“I took a seat iu the back part of the room, and 
witnessed a continued repetition of votiug by the 
same persons, uutil their faces, which l had never 
seen before that day, became as familiar as the 
sun. From notes taken then, I ain sure I would 
not exceed the hounds of truth were I to say that 
the same person voted in the eighteenth ward, 
on that day, eighty to one hundred times, and cer- 
tainly as often as lie wished. I know the people 
pretty well in my ward, having lived there for 
the last eight years, and 1 am confident not mot e 
than one thousand legal votes were polled then, 
although the returns show nearly thirty two hun- 
dred ; and I am sustained iu this hv facts collect- 
ed since the election, viz: Iu some six blocks, 
which I canvassed, containing about one hundred 
and twenty voters, one hundred did not vote, and 
I have no reason to think this other than a fair 
average in the ward. 

“I left the room about three o’clock, and did net 
return— consequently gave what I know to be a 
farce and u gross fraud no sanction by my signa- 
ture. 1 now leave the matter to my frieuds ati.l 
the public to say whether or not I stand as one 
of the perjured judges, and whether under the 
circumstances, 1 did right in leaviug, Ac.

Mr Morphy -Reply of Mr. Staunton. Declining a 
Chess Contest. 

The London Illustrated News received by 
steamer America, contains the reply of Mr. Staun- 
ton to the letter of Mr. Morphy, urging him to a 
llixed time for the chess contest between them. — 
it is as folluws : 

London, Saturday, Oct. 9, l55S. 

Sin: — In reply to your letter! have to observe 
that you must he perfectly conscious that the dif- 
ficulty iu the way of ray eugaging in a chess 
match, is one over whicli 1 have no control. Vou 
were distinctly apprised, in answer to the extra- 
ordinary proposal of your friends, that I should 
leave my home, family, and avocations, to pro- 
ceed to New Orleans ior the purpose of playing 
chess with you, "that a long und arduous contest 
even iu London, would be uu undertaking too 
formidable for me to embark in, without ample 
opportunity for the recovery of my old strength 
iu play, together with such arrangement as would 
prevent the sacrifice of my professional engage- 
ments." Upon your unexpected arrival here, the 
same thing was repeated to you, and my accep- 
tance of your challenge was entirely conditional 
on my being able to gain time for practice. 

The experience, however, of some weeks, dur- 
ing which 1 have labored uncea-ingly, to the seii- 
ous injury of my health, shows that not only is it 
impracticable for me to save time for that purpose, 
hut that by no means short of giving up a great 
work oti which 1 am engaged, subjecting the puli 
Ushers to the loss of thousands, and myself to an 
action for breach of contract, could 1 obtain time 
even for the match itself. Such a sacrifice is, ol 
course, out ol all quest ion. A match at chess or 
cricket may he a good thing in its way, but none 
hut a madman would for either forfeit’hisengage- 
ments and imperil his professional reputation 
Under these circumstances, I waited only the te 
mination of your late struggle to explaiu that, fet- 
tered as l am at this moment, it is impossible for 
me to undertake any enterprise which w ould hat e 
tliu etiect of withdrawing me from duties I am 
pledged to fulfill. 

The lesult is not, perhaps, what either you or 1 
desired, us il will occasion disappointment to 
many; but it is udavoidahle, and the less to l-e 
regretted, since a contest wherein one of the com 
butunt' must fight under disadvantages so mini 
lest as those 1 should have to contend against, af 
ter many years’ retirement from practical chess, 
with my attention absorbed and brain overtaxed 
by more important pursuits, could never be a< 
counted a fair trial of skill. I have the honor to 
be, Yours, etc., H. STAUNTON.

Tbs latter was 
drawing fully four leet of water, and reached 
Evansville two hours after the High Fiver.

From Washington. 

Wamimotox, Nov. 10. — The State Department 
has sent a note to General Jeret. pointing out the 
impropriety ofhis course, and expressing Che dis- 
satisfaction with which the department regards 
his publication of a warning to the public against 
purchasing tickets for Nicaragua, by the steamer 
Washington. 

It is true that Mr. White has h&d repeated in- 
terviews with Gen. Walker, hia only object being, 
he says, to ascertain whether Walker designed 
(should he be restored to power in Nicaragua) to 
interfere with the rights of the Atlantic and Paci- 
fic Ship Canal Company. Walker has given him 
the assurance that in such an event he would re-
